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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I (the species of Fig. 2) 
Species II (Fig. 3) 
Species III (Fig. 4) 
Species IV (Fig. 5) 
Species V (Fig. 6) 
Species VI (Fig. 7) 
Species VII (Fig. 8) 
Species VIII (Fig. 9) 
Species IX (Fig. 10) 
Species X (Fig. 11) 
Species XI (Fig. 12) 
Species XII (Fig. 13) 

2. Additionally, every one of the twelve species has two sub-species: 
Sub-species A (a dichroic coating provided on the optical element). 
Sub-species B (a second diffractive region on the optical element) 

3. Sub-species B has two further sub-species: 
Sub-species B-i (diffraction efficiencies n1A:n1D*n2A:n2D) 
Sub-species B-ii (diffraction efficiencies n1A:n1D=n2A:n2D) 
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4. The species are independent or distinct because they are independent means 
for solving the same problem: each species is an optical system with a varied number, 
type, and arrangement of individual optical components. Also, for each of these, sub- 
species A and B are not capable of being used together, and neither are sub-species B- 
i and B-ii. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable (down to the sub-sub-species: for example, species IX-B-ii, 
ll-B-i, or lll-A). Currently, claims 1 , 2, 23, and 24 are generic.
